Department  of  Pharmacology  for  this  session;  and  in  order  that  this  de¬ 
ficiency  may  not  too  injuriously  affect  the  work  of  the  Department,  I 


would  request  that  four  €lass~Assis tants ,  at  a  salary  of  seventy-five 


dollars  per  annum,  be  appointed  in  place  of  the  two  for  which  provision 
is  made  in  the  estimates.  I  beg  leave  to  suggest  the  following  names:

During  the  past  session,  the  students  in  the  Third  Year  in  Medecine 
have  been  assigned  to  one  of  the  Hospital  Dispensaries  for  additional 
work  in  Pharmacy.  This  extension  of  the  curriculum  was  passed  unanimous¬ 
ly  by  the  Faculty;  and  has  proved  to  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  student. 
The  bulk  of  the  work  has  fallen  upon  the  Dispenser  at  the  Toronto  Gen¬ 
eral  Hospital,  who  has  found  it  an  unwelcome  addition  to  his  duties;  nor 
do  the  hospital  authorities  feel  that  they  can  force  him  to  do  the  addi¬ 
tional  work  it  entails. In  consequence,  I  would  recommend  that  he  be
